WHY WASTE THE MONEY? 


No wave of disappointment will sweep 
over the province because the legislature 
turned down the proposal to set up a com- 
mission to ponder the anomalous methods | 
by which the members of that body are 
selected and the possible advantages of 
reducing their number. 

No doubt the electing system ought to 
be changed. And perhaps the legislature 
would be a more efficient law-making ma- 
chine if the membership was cut down, | 
though that is doubtful at best. But a | 
commission could do neither the one 
thing nor the other. All it could do would 
be to spend public money and bring in a 
report which the legislature would 
promptly throw out if it recommended the 
restoration of the impartial method of 
voting or suggested that some constitu- 
encies be eliminated, 


THE CONPERENCE AT ROME 

The wheat conference that is to be 
held in Rome toward the end of the pre- 
sent month originated in a proposal for a 
gathering of representatives of European 
countries, but has been broadened to ad- 
mit delegates from oversea wheat produc- 
ing states as well. 

Rumania, Bulgaria, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, Latvia and Wsthonia 
are all producing countries ,interested in 
the export trade. When M. Briand proposed 
an economic “United States" of Europe, 
these countries naturally thought a good 
place to begin the general tariff discussion 
would be the price of wheat. Hence the 
conference. Oversea exporting countries 
were admitted, probably at the suggestion 
of the importing countries. 

There will be general approval in Can- 
ada of the decision that the Dominion is 
to-be represented at the gathering. It 
nothing more comes of it, the Canadian 
observers will get a ‘close up’ of the 
wheat situation as it affects both the 
countries in which Canada hopes to sell, 
wheat and European competitors against 
which it must sell there. Russia, it is to 
be hoped, will be represented, since a con- 
ference of Wuropeon wheat producers 
with Russia left out would be certainly 
ridiculous and possibly delusive. 


Mr. J, $8. Woodsworth, M.P., says Can- 
adian banks have been shipping money to 
New York and lending it there while they 
refused loans to western farmers who can 
offer gilt-edged security 

That may be the case, but the circum- 
stantial evidence hardly bears out the sup- 
position, Prime mercantile paper in New 
York is worth 2'4 to 2%, per cent, while 
call money has been offering there as low 
us 1 per cent, with unlimited supplies 
available and few applications for loans, 
Perhaps Canadian bankers have been 
lending money at these rates when they 
could have got 8 or 10 per cent by lending 
it to western farmers who had good se- 
curity to offer, but some way that does 
not seem a bit like what a banker would 
do. 

That farm credit in the west has 
been restricted is widely asserted by men 
who should know whereof they speak, 
But it is not at all convincing to be told 
that the restriction has come 
cayse the banks prefer 2%, per cent to 10 
per cent. Mr, Woodsworth should say 
to what banks he is referring. A lot of 
people would like to do business with a 
bank of that kind,

THE EXPLANATION DOES NOT FIT 
WHO Is TO PAY? 

Manitoba and Saskatchewan are to 
vote on the question of whether or not | 
compulsory pools shall be established | 
through which all the grain grown in 
those provinces must be sold. But not all 
the voters are to be allowed to vote, That 
privilege is confined to farmers and their 
wives, and to any others who have a di- 
rect interest in grain-growing. The towns- 
folk are not to be in the pieture while the 
ballots are being cast. 

That is a fair enough arrangement if | 
the matter is viewed only from the stand- 
point that the man who grows the grain 
owns the grain, and should be allowed to 
say how it shall be marketed. On that 
ground it would be unfair that the man 
in town should have power to say that the 
grower must or must not sell through a 
pool. 

But that is the 


unfortunately not 


only point that should get consideration. 
Pools, as the west has good reason to 
know, do not always operate satisfactorily. 
When the pools got into trouble a year 
ago the provincial governments had to put 
the credit of the provinces behind them 
Should that guarantee have to be made 
good, the townspeople will have to help 
pay the bill on precisely the same basis as 
the pool-members, and the non-pool-mem- 
ber farmers are in the same boat. 

Should the compulsory pools wind up 
as the voluntarypools did, are those who 
vote for their establishment to be solely 
responsible for the loss? Evidently not, 
There would in the same circumstances be 
only the same means of averting a general 
crash; the extension of provincial credit, 
with the townsfolk who are to have no say 
as to the creation of the pools standing in 
line to help do the paying.

Answer: I consider the cause of neuritis to be the 
same as with rheumatism, and that is a toxic eondi- 
tion caused by intestinal poisoning. A few days of 
fasting, with a course of enemas, will usually knock 
out the most stubborn case of neuritis. If you will 
then learn to overcome ehrenic constipation you will 
not have a return of your trouble, You can over- 
work without bringing on neuritis if you keep your 
body completely free from excessive toxins, 


Uric Acid 


Question; Mrs, H. D. writes: “I am not supposed 
to eat beef because of the uric acid, Could I eat the 
soup made frem the beef?” 

Answer: The soup from beef contains more uric 
acid than the meat. You do not haye to he afraid of 
uric acid in meat if you use a limited amount ef the 
meat at # meal and combine with it plenty of both 
cooked and raw nen-starehy vegetables, 


Night Sweats 


Question: Mrs. N. BE. B, writes: "I contracted & 
cold a few weeks ago and cannot get rid of it, T am 
bothered with night sweats every night which leave 
me very weak the next day. I am very nervous; 
my nerves flicker in different parts of my body. Am 
losing flesh, very gloomy and despondent, Gould you 
Sugeest a remedy?" 

Answer: You should first have an N-ray examin 
ation of your lungs and have a thorough diegnesis 
by some competent diagnesticlan, Your symptoms 
indicate the start ef tuberculosis, and it is not wise 
for you to depend upen any complete advice from me 
through this column, at least without having a diag- 
nosis made first to determine your exact condition. .

| The Boy Who Made Good 
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Famous Wits of History | 


By J. P. GLASS 


Tom Sheridan, son of Richard Brinsley Sheridan, 
the British politician and dramatist, whose "School 
for Scandal” is still enjoyed hy theatre-goers, once 
announced that he intended to enter Parliament, 

“T shall go in on an independent pasis, ready to 
be bought by the h'ghest bidder,” he said. “I shall 
write on my forehead, ‘To let.’” 

“And under that, Tom, ‘Unfurnished,’’ 
the father. 

Byron sald of Richard Brinsley Sheridan that he 
had written the best comedy, best opera and best 
farce, and had made the best speech in the House of 
Commons (His attack upon Lord Hastings for his 
misrule in India), for which he was impeached and 
found guilty, This remark came after the decline of 
Sheridan's fortunes and he burst into tears upon 
hearing of Byron's praise. He had, indeed, a great 
deal to regret, for much of his life had been spent in 
dissipation, hoaxing and idle jest. 

He was famous for eluding creditors 

‘Pay your bills, sir?” he once asked, 
shameful waste of money!" 

A single comparatively unimportant instance is il- 
lustvative of his attitude in larger matters. At Bristol, 
preparing te go to London, he badly needed new boots 
He had two bootmakers each bring him a pair. To 
one he complained the right one was too tight, to the 
other that the left one did not fit. Keeping the good 
boots he sent the others back to be stretched and de- 
livered the next morning. Of eourge, when the boot- 
makers arrived he had departed tor Dondon, 

Sheridan was a heavy drinker. Some of the best 
examples of the wit for which he was celebrated re- 
late to drinking 

"If a thought is slow to come,” he would say, “a 
glass of good wine encourages it; and when it does 
come, @ glass of good wine rewards it.” 

Before a great speech in the House of Commons 
he gulped a pint of brandy, 

“You'll destrey the coat of your stomach,” warned 
a friend. 

“Then my stomach myst digest in its waistcoat,” 
ehuekled Sheridan 

Dining with Lord Thurlow, his hints failed to pro- 
cure a second bottle of excellent Constantia frem the 
Cape of Good Hope, 

“Ah,” murmured Sheridan to his neighbor, “please 
pass that decanter; I must return to Madeira, as I 
see I cannot double the Cape,” 

As son of an actor, Thomas Sheridan, the dramat- 
ist had difficulty gaining election to the Famous 
Brook's club, but finally did, Thereafter he helped 
Fox, Reynolds, Gibbon, Walpole, Hume, Burke, Sel- 
wyn and Garrick to make its fame.

One of the most notable fruits of 
the reviyal of interest in seeial re- 
ligion is Harry F, Ward's recently 
published book entitled “Which 
Way Religion?” 

I am far from agreement with all 
ef Mr. Ward's economic theories 
some of them I consider manifestly 
Utopian——but as a raiser of provoc- 
ative questions in the field of re- 
ligion he has no equal in contempor- 
ary pamphleteering. 

1 have read the 221 pages of his 
book with intense interest, and I 
went to list some of the questions 
that emerge from his discussion of 
religion as a force for social recon~ 
struction and enrichment 

For Mr. Ward, the social meaning 
of religion is not confined to cer- 
tain social activities jhe ehurch 
may carry on but involves the very 
nature of religion itself, and raises 
such questions as the following; 

Is religion a social product or jg 
it a revelation thrust into life from 
the outside? 

Is religion primarily intellectual? 

Is religion primarily emotjonal? 

Is religion primarily ethical? 

Is religion for this world or for 
the next? 

Is it the business of religion to up- 
hold the existing social order or to 
impel change in this social order? 

Is it the mission of religion to 
safeguard the privileges of the for- 
tunate and the authority of the 
powerful or to secure the rights of 
the unfeytunate and inspire the 
weak and oppressed? 

Is it the task of religion to main- 
tain yesterday? 

Is jt the task of religion to support 
today? 

Is it the task of religion to create 
temorrow? 

Should organized religion be above 
the battle of the state or in the 
battles of the social order? 

Should religion think of the in- 
dividual apart from the community? 
Can it, in fact, da se with profit to 
the individual or to the community? 

Mr. Ward does not set all these 
jesues as severely apart as these 
questions might indicate, but his 
clear objective ig a vital religion, 
concerned with the ethical issues 
of day-to-day life, a religion that 
refuses to surrender either to 4 
“second-hand ritualism” or to @& 
"sterile intellectualism.” 

I find myself wanting to talk back 
to Mr. Ward at a score of points, but 
he comes a8 near as any modern 
I know to being able to talk econ- 
omics and make the reader feel in 
the presence of God.

view as the present one, but this was 
due to the effects of the late war 
in advancing prices of grain and 
other commodities to abnormally 
high Jevels. During none of these 
earlier depressions was the price of 
wheat driven below the general 
commodity level for an extended 
period owing to the fact that Nature 
has a law of compensation which 
can be relied upon to correct the 
balance between supply and demand 
within a reasonable time. Good 
crops in all parte of the world in any 
one year are the exception, and if 
our farmers reduce their production 
of wheat, and we should have a crop 
failure of some magnitude in some 
part of the world this year or next, 
as is a not unlikely event, our farra- 
ers by culling down their acreage 
would fail to derive the fullest 
benefit from the consequent advance 
in prices, 

Canada has made a_ splendid 
reputation for }terself in the quality 
of her wheat and we know that we 
can raise the best in the world, bar 
none, This being the case, it be- 
comes a matter of salesmanship in 
order to market it successfully, Our 
advice to the farmers, therefore, is 
to concentrate on improving the 
quality of their grain by using only 
the best seed procurable, and our 
government should lose no time in 
establishing seed depots throughout 
the West where the farmers can ob- 
tain good, clean seed on deferred 
payment where necessary. As long 
as importing countries can be 
assured that all grain which they 
buy as Canadian will be kept up to 
standard and no admixture of ether 
grain allowed, it will always eom- 
mand @ premium ever that of other 
countries and will be in demand. 
Costs of production can and must 
be lowered so that a reasonable 
profit will be assured to our pro- 
ducers, 

Mixed farming has been greatly 
stressed of jate as a solutjon to the 
farmers’ problems, and while desir- 
able, must be adopted more or less 
gradually as the problem of obtain- 
ing markets for our livestock should 
be worked out in advance. The 
domestic market is limited, by our 
comparatively small population and 
we are cut off to the south by high 
tariffs, We think, therefore, that 
an announcement is in. order by the 
government as to any possible mar- 
kets which have been explored for 
Canadian livestock and livestock 
products, The farmers cannot be 
expected to go very extensively into 
raising livestock until they have 
some idea as to where their mgrkets 
are going to be.

Blackheads 

Dear Miss Leeds—Would you please 
tell me what I can do to get rid of 
blackheads I have quite a few on 
my nose and my chin. Have tried 
all sorts of things, but they do not 
seem to take any effect. Will glycerin 
and lemon make them disappear? I 
will be very thankful for any inform- 
ation you may give me. DIANA. 

Answer — Blackheads are usually 
caused by lazy, relaxed pores becom- 
ing clogged with dirt, The first thing 
to do is to try to tone up the circula- 
tion and the skin so that it will func- 
tion more actively. Bo sure that the 
skin is kept immaculately clean by 
the uso of warm water and a soap 
which does not irritate. In many 
cases an antiseptic soap, like tincture 
of green soap, is advisable, as it helps 
to prevent the clogged pores from de- 
veloping into pimples. After cleansing 
the face with warm water, rinse thor- 
oughly in cold water, and then apply 
an astringent, This not only stimu- 
lates the skin to activity, but it also 
closes the pores, and this is essential 
toward keeping the pores free from 
grime, 

The glycerin and lemon juice lotion 
js astringent in its properties, and, 
while no astringent alone can make 
blackheads actually disappear, you 
may be sure that it is an important 
part in the treatment to prevent or 
get rid of them, Never use an astrin- 
gent until the skin has been cleansed, 
4s, naturally, you do not wish to close 
the pores when they are not free from 
dirt. 

Another very simple but effective 
astringent is made of the following: 
Rose water, one ounce; col ghe water 
one ouce; sulphate of zinc, twenty 
grains, Apply with absorbent cotton 
after cleansing the face with warm 
water or with cleansing cream. Also 
apply before using foundation cream 
and powder,

Sentencing Paul Kulak to three 
years on Fort Saskatchewan prison, 
Mr Justice Tweedie, in the Supreme 
Criminai Court on Thursday after- 
noon, uttered a grave warning against 
the consequences attending perjury. 

Kulak was convicted of perjury in 
connection with the divorce sult of 
John and Mary Schadeck, who were 


granted a decree nisi in December last, ||f 
Kulak pleaded not gullty when first ||@ 


brought before the court, but the plea 
was reversed on Wednesday afternoon, 
and Kulak acknowledged his guilt, 
ASKS CLEMENCY 

His counsel, Gordon Winkler, made 
a strong appeal for clemency un his 
behalf, stating that Kulak was really 
the tool of others. He had been taken 
out and reduced to a state of intoxi- 
cation by two other men, and when 
in that condition had been persuaded 
to make the statement. Mr. Winkler 
added that as soon as Kulak found 
that the statement had been used for 
the purposes of the divorce he had 
gone to the attorney-general and 
made @ confession, and he asked thet 
his action would be taken into ac- 
count by His Lordship and that sus- 
pended sentence might be given, 

In rendering his judgment, 
Justice Tweedie said:-— 

“I have Hstened very carefully to 
the very forceful plea that has been 
made by your counsel, Mr. Winkler, 
for leniency in your case and asking 
for suspended sentence. We have had 
considerable trouble in our courts in 
administering justice by wilful, delib- 
erate perjury on the part of witnesses, 
and the police and the courts and the 
officers administering justice are ali 
anxious to detect these cases of per- 
jury whenever possible and bring per- 
jurers to the bar of justice. While my 
personal inclination might be to yield 
to the plea of Mr. Winkler on your 
behalf, 1+ seems to me that if I did 
so I would just be making @ travesty 
of the administration of justice. Per- 
jury strikes at the very root of the 
honest and equitable administration of 
law in our courts,

IS AGREEMENT 


Will Have Precedence Over 
Security Held by 
Government 


Securities taken by lending banks 
shall have priority over and shall take 
precedence of any claim or security of 
the government for advances and in- 
terest on the Pools’ real or personal 
property, including grain and docu- 
ments of title thereto in respect to the 
financing of the 1930 crop, according 
to an agreement entered into between 
{the provincial government and the 
Bank of Montreal, the Bank of To- 
ronto and the Royal Bank of Canada. 

This information ts contained in an 
“Act to validate certain agreemen\s 
given by the government to guaran- 
tee repayment of advances made by 
banks to Canadian .Co-Operative 
Wheat Producers, Ltd.,” second read- 
ing of which was moved in the legis- 
jature on Friday by Premier J. E 
Brownlee. 

Other information contained in the 
Act is that the provincial treasurer is 
empowered to issue and deliver to the 
banks, Alberta’ bonds sufficient to 


cover the ascertained lability of the | 


government to the banks or to guar- 
antee any mortgage debentures of the 
Canadian Wheat Pool, the Alberta 
Wheat, Pool and the Alberta Poo} Ele- 
vators, Ltd., to the extent of the above 
ascertained lability, 

It is also stated that advances of 
$561,000 were made to the Canadian 
Wheat Poo! in November last to pro- 
tect margins on the Pool’s long posi- 
tion in the market, estimated at ap- 
proximately 7,000,000 bushels and 
these sums to be chargeable against 
the 1929 crop, to be repaid as soon as 
possible from sales from that crop on
